| the hula hoop and the yoyo in 
popularity 

While the magic of the Frisbee 
is well known to the American 
consumer, few people in Europe 
have ever heard ot it -- that ts 
until Bill Schneider stepped 
handsomely off a Boeing 707 
into Hamburg, Germany 


Bill attributes the ignorgance of 
the frisbee in Europe to a peple 
who tend to be very “ kick 
oriented’’, while Americans are a 
great deal more ‘‘catch 
oriented.” 

“Give five Europeans a ball and 
they'll kick it,” he noted. “Give 
five Americans a ball and they'll 
throw it. But once the 
Europeans saw the Frisbee could 
fly, they knew how to use it.”’. 

America s happy ambassador of 
Frisbee, as the Sacramento 
Union described him, got his 
start when he organized the only 
accredited Frisbee class in the 
nation, “This is just like any P.E. 
course On campus, except it’s 
alternative P.E.,”° Schneider said 
Not even John Clinton (head of 
alternative education) could 
disagree. 

Dr. Stancil Johnson, the 
world’s foremost Frisbee 
historian, helped give the Frisbee 
course the needed academic 
credence as well as giving 
Schneider some valuable 
publicity. From this point on, 
the professor of the art of the 
Frisbee, was subject to an 
incredible amount of Frisbee 
exposure. The local newspapers 
and television stations flocked to 
Schneider's side. Bill’s Frisbee 
phenomenon was also covered in 
the National Enquirer as well as 
NBC in Southern California

This 
program is comparable to our 
own “Wide World of Sports” 
and reaches over thirty million 
viewers throughout Europe. 

The German market by 
mid-July had sold over 300,000 
Frisbees and could no longer 
keep up with the great demand. 
In Switzerland, Bill found the 
market had six other 
competitors. Undaunted and 
convinced of the invincibility of 
his product, Schneider 
eliminated all competition 
within three days. Chain stores 
throughout Switzerland had 
been so saturated with Frisbee 
dogma that they eagerly 
committed their dollars. Even 
the national news plugged the 
Frisbee. “It became the real 
thing,” Bill chuckled. 

Schneider told me of how the 
Frisbee had been tried twice 
before in Europe. He believed its 
failure was a result of trying 
only to impress the distributors. 
‘This time we went to the 
people — real grassroot.” 

The Frisbee promoter even 
took his “grassroot’’ effort into 
Czechoslovakia, where the 
Frisbee is considered part of 
‘*Capitalist decadence.”’ Once 
local Czechs got their hands on 
them, “they just freaked out. 
They even tried to throw 
plates,” Bill said. 

Bill Schneider is totally 
convinced of the universality of 
the Frisbee. He even went so far 
as to write to the Peace Corp 
explaining that the Frisbee could 
be helpful in “bridging the 
communication gap between the 
world’s communities. His reply 
said, curtly, to keep in touch. 

There is an excellent chance 
that Frisbee could become a 
form of Olympic competition in 
1976. How is this so? “By 
Putting pressure on Canada’s 
Irwin Toy Company which will 
put pressure on the International 
Olympic Committee,” Schneider 
replied 

Bill Schneider was instrumental 
in selling over one million 
Frisbees to European nations 
this summer. When asked about 
this unusual success, Bill 
concluded: “The Frisbee is able 
to bridge all generation gaps, cut 
across all language barriers and 
recognize no socio-economic 
boundaries.’ Is that why the

You Want It To Be 


Education?’’, was my first 
question for the interview 

He hesitated before answering. 
“That seems like an easy, logical 
question”, he began slowly, “but 
really it’s the hardest one to 
answer. In a way the program is 
anything you want it to be. it’s a 
way of working for the things 
you dream. More concretely, 
however, it’s a program made up 
of three areas: Accredited 
Programs, Unaccredited 
Programs and General Activities 
We divided it up that way so it’s 
easier to distribute the work 
involved.”” 

John went on to explain the 
three areas. He talked awhile 
about the Accredited Program, 


describing some of the seven 
classes being given under 
Alternative Fducation this 


semester. Perhaps the most novel 
sounding was the computer-art 
class. Other classes dealt with 
topics education, 
violence, student power and so 
on. Student facilitators in each 


class serve as resource people

In the past two weeks most of 
the energy outside the 
accredited program has gone 
into the General Activities area, 
especially the Tool and 
Equipment Cooperative. “I wish 
we could get more information 
oat about the cooperative’, he 


said. “We've already got several 
hundred dollars worth of auto 
repair tools and camping 
equipment. We'll buy lots of 


other things as sttidents indicate 
an interest. Eventually we'd like 
to be able to laon students Just 
about anything they might want 
to use, from tools to sking 
equipment.”

“Our classes should begin on 
November 13 and run for four 
weeks’, he said as he began to 
explain this third A.E. program.
